Mr. ALLEY stated that he had heard no such
information except from the gentleman ( Mr, Ohan-
ler) biumself, He did not believe thers was any
such arrangement or understanding; and if there
whe It certainly could not be carzied intp effect
without & specinl not of Uongress.

Mr. DODGE, of New_ York, said that the matter
of the New York Post-office was one of national
imporiance, It was pot simply a post-office for
the accommodation of eoitizens of New York, but
for the benellt ¢f the entire conntry. The present
post-office there was the old Durch churoh, and
was one of the most inconvenlent buildings that
conld possibly be concelved, The vast incraasa of
business in that city demanded that there should
be o post-office of sufolent magoitude to permit
business to be done rapidly, convenently and
poonomicnlly, A few years ago the malls from
Europe arrived ounly once a month by steamer.
When the malls caome Lo be bi-montlily thers was
n grent increase of buginess, Now stenmers arrived
there dnlly from varions paris of Europe, and be
poticed that on last Saturday twelve large steamers
had salled from that port, sach of them oarrying
mails. The mal matter at New York had in-
creased in teén yoars from thirty to one hundred
tona dnlly. The property now cffered by the cor-
poration of New York to the United S atles goy-
ernment for & post-office and Unitad States courts,
At the nominal sum of 500,000, would sell at aue-
tion for from thres to five millions of dollars. This
Wwias an opportunity such as the government could
teldom obtain, and he trosted that it would be im-
mediately embraced.,

Mr. BOUTW ELL, of Massachusetts, intimatad
thut he could not see the proprlug of muakiug the
Mayor of New York one of the Commission.

r. ALLEY explained that this wos simply a
continnation of the original Oommission.

Mr. WASHBURNE, of Illinois, moyed to add
to the commiseloners the name of Chuas, H. Rogers,
of New York.

Mr. RAYMOND, of New York, thought that
the importance of the Commission was greatiy
overrated by the gentleman from Illinols (Mr.
Washburne), and the gentleman from Massschu-
setts (Mr. Boutwell). All that the Commisaion
would bave 1o do wonld be to takre as n Uommis-
slon nuder the government title from the city of
this real estate. When applipation wns made to
Congress, and Congress cime to act upon it, for
nn ugzruprlluon o ereot 4 bullding, it would
then guite competent for the gentleman from
Llinols to furalsh if he could, sud as he trosted
bhe would be able o do, honest men in New York
fit to be entrasted with this work. He belloved
that no suaplcion wis cast by any one on the in-
tegrity of any of the gentiemen now lucluded in
the Commission, He certainly had no obj2ction
to the gentleman named by the gentlemman from
L1ilinos, but he supposed that ench member coald
neme n proper man who might desire to have
connection with this business,

He saw no sort of untility in making any change
in the present Commission. No member who had
been in the clty of New York and had nspected
the Accommodations furnisbed to the post-office
and the United States Uourts there, would hesitate
to shy that they were n dlaﬁmca to the government.
It was disgraceful that this government should
have besn served there lor the last ten yeors in
buildings that would be disorediiable to any owa
of respeotuble size anywhere on this continent.
| The United States Qourts thers were now aotoms
modated in what waa formerly u theatre, at n rent
Of $22,000 & year, and they were such accommo la-
tions as no man would be content with for his pri-
yviiin business,
